Itueariy broke 
my heart to bid tho dear young convoria 
good-bye, but {mowing that Jesuf- needed 
me elsewhere helped, me to bear it. We 
arrived at Itidgetowr. and foood it was 
very different fighting to what it waa in 
Gnelph. and I felt I couldn't live if SotLla 
were not getting saved. But Cn.pt, and I 
did what ws could, and. quite a few souls 
were brought to Christ; He enabled me to 
put the Kingdom first. After aeyan weeks' 
fighting, a telegram came Lclliug me to 
farewell and come to London. I knew 
well what that meant, as several of my 
fellow -nEKcera were already in ja.il there.

home. He feasts, where I partake hoi

My companions were of tb roughest eluss 
of company — navies, and men of tliie 
school. \Va went in for drinking, and it 
rwemed to me that ona glass just prepared 
the way for the second, and bo on, nntil 
we became a lot ofmwerablo drunkards, for 
I soon got to like it and it seemed to coil 
itself nromid me lfL-0 a ecrpeitt.
